REFERENCE TO CONDITIONS 
AT SMITH’S CROSSING. 

At the Centennial of. the Maine Mis¬ 
sionary Society at Portland observed 
recently, Rev. JVG. Fisher of Mexico* 
gave an interesting talk on the con¬ 
ditions among the Italians in Rumford 
Falls and Maine generally* and 
also described to the mooting the ex¬ 
istence of a notorious resort at Smith's 
Crossing; in Rumford Fans* and When 
asked by some one in the audience Why 
the owner of the building; did not sup¬ 
press it replied that he could not ex¬ 
plain to the present congregation. 

Joseph Barillo, Italian missionary, 
who has been familiar with tho social 
conditions of the foreign element in 
this section spoke of the Smith’s Cross¬ 
ing house and the colony assembled 
there. This house lie said was directly 
opposite a public school attended by 
Italian children, with others Whose 
minds ate filled with impure thoughts. 

Rev, btr. Fisher is also reported ns 
stating that one reason Why no effort 
was made to suppress the nuisance at 
Smith’s Crossing was because the peo¬ 
ple on each side of the river* Mexico 
00 one side and Rumford on the 
other, were told to mind their own 
business* each one on his own side of 
the river, 

Smith’s Crossing affairs have figured 
j largely in Oar -court and only last week 
appeared a quartet of Italians charged 
| with having assaulted two Itumford 
1 Fails young men who called there for 
liquid refreshments and robbed them. 
[They were discharged for lack of posi¬ 
tive identification. While the young 
men contributed in a measure to the 
results by tempting danger in entering 
uch a place at night* the fact remains 
that the conditions described by the 
ministers exist as ah evil attendant up¬ 
on nil such colonies, and the police 
have been kept busy ut times regulat¬ 
ing the social and unsocial affairs of 
the shack dwellers.
